DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Application 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's arguments filed on 6/30/08. 
Claims 1-28 have been cancelled. Claims 29-30 have been added. Claims 29-30 are 
pending and examined herein. 

Applicant's amendments to the claims have rendered all rejection of the last 
Office Action moot, therefore hereby withdrawn. Specifically, the examination of claim 
28, drawn to new specie, nitric oxide, has been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
New claims 29-30 are analogous to previous claims 1,10-11, which were 
rejected under a 102(b) as being anticipated by Black (US Patent 5,527,778). 

Previously stated arguments by the Applicant have been fully considered and 
found persuasive. Specifically, Black does not teach that any or all of the disclosed 
neuropharmaceutical agents can be used to treat any or all of the disclosed abnormal 
tissues. Therefore, there is no nexus between methotrexate to SAH. There is no 
evidence to correlate SAH with tumors of the brain. It has not been established that the 
population of patients with cancer overlap with patients with SAH so as to establish that 
one is treating a brain tumor, one is inherently treating the SAH. Accordingly, the 
pending claims are free of the prior art.
